He also said that 
after having viewed many of the cop-> 
per mines in -this vicinity, he is con- 
vinced that If after the smelter has 
been running a short while, Its dally 
consumption will not be less than 200 
tons of ore. 


It will cost at least J20 a ton to mine, 


haul and t>mclt this ore, which will 
mean $4000 a day thrown into circula- 
tion, In addition to a portion of the 
nroflts of the mine owners.

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MORE INSULAR POSSESSIONS.

HE Louisiana purchase, which embraced a 
large portion of the best part of our south- 


western possessions, cost the United States the sum 
of $15,000,000. Spain got a ''pick-up" of $20,000,- 
ooo for Ber alleged sovereignty in the Philippines, 
which was never worth a counterfeit nfckel to any- 
body for any purpose. 
The former purchase .was 


negotiated by Thomas Jefferson and the latter by 
William McKinley. 


But then the Philippines were islands and thou- 


sands of miles away, while the Louisiana purchase 
was a part of the homely American continent, and 
•s distance lends enchantment to the view, the in- 
sular property was preferable, and, of course, its 
value correspondingly greater. It is now reported 
tbat the government is negotiating for the purchase 
of three sainted islands, namely, St. Thomas, St. 
Croix and St. John, from Denmark. But the kingly 
ruler of that country thinks the price offered, 
$3,750,000, too low for the 223 square mih-s of 
territory-which comprise the area of the property 
being bargained for. 


Insular property just now is. away up in the 


market, and the ever so many great grandson of 
Hamlet's father cannot be blamed for fixing his 
price accordingly. But he should take into con- 
sideration that while the insular situation is in his 
favor, the distance is against him, and he should 
make a reasonable deduction on that account. It 
is probably true that Denmark could give a guar- 
antee title to her Carnbean holdings, while Spain's 
only conveyance was a cjuit olaim deed, which had 
no claim to convey. 
Bat that should count but 


little in consideration of the fact that the United 
States could easily acquire .he strongest of titles—- 
that of conquest, by the expenditure of a few hun- 
dreds of millions, more or less, which would be a 
mere bagatelle in these progressive days of expan- 
sion and imperialism.
